The waste baskets which are placed in every modern 
schoolroom are indicators of student opinions and stu- 
dent prejudices which would seem to bea veritable 
treasure trove to the psychologist, but which appear to 
be utterly passed over in the rush for more efficiency 
and greater intelligence.

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NOW WE ARE ENGAGED IN A GREAT CIVIL WAR

A civil war is raging in Spain, with General Fran- 
co in command of the Rebels. Americans have gone over 
into Spain to fight, and have been captured and sen- 
tenced to death. Some have managed to escape and re- 
turn to America. The people in the cities of war-torn 
Spain live in horror. Frequent.air raids sweep the 
skies, and bombs are dropped on houses, factories, ho- 
tels, and anything else within range. Men, women, and 
children flee in terror from the cities to a place of 
refuge. Thousands upon thousands have been killed, and 
in order to furnish reserves, young boys in their early 
teens are drafted into the front lines. 


Newspaper correspondents from the U.S. have visit- 
ed Spain to get the real picture of the war, and one 
reporter, H. V. Kaltenborn, broadcast the actual fight- 
ing as he lay secluded in an old barn, with bullets 
whipping by him on all sides. More than once the wires 
were pierced by bullets and had to be fixed, but it was 
the first time in the history of the world that a war 
had ever been broadcast directly from the scene of ac- 
tion, along with the real sound effects. Rebel troops 
left death and destruction in their wake as they march- 
ed through captured cities. 


Food and clothing is the main question at the pres- 
ent time. Women and children begging for food run 
through the streets. Thousands of these sufferers line 
the thoroughfares when a rebel army marches into the 
city, and thousands cheer because they know that food 
is forthcoming if they do. 


Of the Americans who have managed to come back 
from war-torn Spain, mostofthem tell of the chaotic 
conditions which exist over there. When they enlisted 
in the army they were supposed to receive a certain 
amount and have certain privileges, but none of these 
things were granted. They were stuck into the front 
lines and forgotten. The American correspondents over 
in Spain have obtained exclusive pictures of the war 
and some have even been up in the front lines when a 
battle was raging. Few were killed during these expe- 
ditions but nevertheless, the reports and pictures tell 
their own story to us Americans, and we will strive to 
keep this country out of war.

Breervend Kicked, with five others, into’ a stinking 
twelve by ten cell in one of these "schools.": 


Such is the fate of Doremus Jessup, editor of the 
"Daily Informer," a small town newspaper in Fort Beu- 
lah, Vermont. The story concerns Jessup's secret pub- 
lication of "anti-Windrip" propaganda, his exposure and 
imprisonment, and his final escape into Canada. Writ- 
ten in the characteristic satirical style of Lewis, 
"It Can't Happen Here" throws a scare into the reader 
and makes him think that perhaps it can happen here.
